LORD SACKVILLE’S CAREER. 


We give a Portrait of Lord Sackville, whose | 
recent accession to the title may make him not | 
averse to surrendering the cares of the British 
Embassy at Washington under existing circum- 
stances. Son of the fifth Earl De La Warr, 
Lionel Sackville Sackville-West was born in 
1827. He began his diplomatic career early. Ap- 
pointed attaché at Berlin in 1853, he became Secre- 
tary of Legation at Turin in 1858, and was trans- 
ferred to Madrid in 1864. He was promoted to the 
Secretaryship of the British Embassy at Berlin 
in 1867, and to that of Paris in 1868. He was 
our Envoy to the Argentine Confederation from | 
72 to ”78; represented Great Britain in Spain 
from ’78 to ”81, when he was elevated to | 
the onerous post of British Minister to the 
United States.

PRESIDENT CLEVELAND ON LORD SACKVILLE. 


According to the Philadelphia Correspondent 
of the Times, President Cleveland last Sunday 
afternoon granted an interview at Oak View, his 
rural home near Washington, to a correspondent 
of the New York World. His attention was called 
to the report of his statement to Messrs. Boyle 
O'Reilly and Patrick Collins in New York on 
Saturday last—that if Lord Sackville were not 
recalled in three days he would be given his 
passports. “The President said :— 

“That statement is all wrong. I did see 
Collins and O’Reilly at Secretary Whitney’s 
home, and had some little conversation with 
them, but it was almost all devoted to another 
subject. These gentlemen called upon me to 
discuss another matter—namely, the Extradition 
Treaty, which was postponed by the action of 
the recent Session of the Senate. 

““The letter of Lord Sackville was very briefly 
referred to. I brought the matter up myself, 
and took occasion to assure them that they would 
have no fault to find with what had been done 
and with the future course to be pursued in the 
matter. I told Messrs. Collins and O'Reilly that 
I thought the people hardly regarded me as a 
coward in these matters, and that when the facts 
in the case should become known, the people of 
this nation would feel satisfied with the course 
of the State Department.” 

The reporter asked whether a demand had 
been made for Lord Sackville’s recall, and if not 
whether the President had received assurances 
that his Government would order him to leave 
Washington. The President hesitated a moment, 
and then replied :— 
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“I cannot tell you at this time just exactly 
what has been done. “This is a matter of great 
delicacy. It concerns our relations with a foreign 
Power. We must do all these things with all due 
dignity, in accordance with the amenities that 
mustprevail betweentwo Governments on friendly 
terms with each other.” 

The question was then put whether he thought 
Lord Sackville’s letter would be likely to have 
any effect on the result of the Presidential 
election. The President replied guardedly :— 

“It is quite impossible for me to judge accu- 
rately, but I have every confidence in the intelli- 
gence and good sense of the people of the United 
States. I do not think they will be misled by an 
episode of this character.”

THE LATE 
COLONEL CROOKSHANK. 


ANOTHER Victim to Lord Dufferin’s ““ little war” 
on the Indian north - western frontier. We 
deeply regret to say that Colonel A. C. Crook- 
shank, C.B., Commander of the fourth column 
of the expedition now operating against the 
Black Mountain tribes, died from the wounds he 
received in the skirmish at Kotkai. This gallant 
officer was the eldest son of the late Captain 
B. C. G. Crookshank, of the 51st (King’s Own) 
Regiment. He was born in 1841, and entered the 
35th Regiment in 1859. ‘Thence he was trans- 
ferred to the Bengal Staff in 1868. His promotions 
are dated—Lieutenant 1862, Captain 1871, Major 
1879, Lieutenant-Colonel 1881, and Colonel 1885. 
He served with the Jowaki Expedition in 1877-78, 
and for this he received the medal with clasp. 
Immediately afterwards, in the Afghan War of 
1878-80, he commanded the 32nd Pioneers. He 
was present at the opérations in Southern 
Afghanistan, including the advance on the 
Helmund and the reconnoissance of Thull 
Chotiali, in the occupation of the Jellalabad 
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Valley, and the action at Mazeena. For his 
Services in this war he was three times mentioned 
in despatches, and received the medal and the 
brevet rank of Lieutenant-Colonel. While he 
Was engaged on these two expeditions, he 
also held the post of Assistant Military Secretary 
to the Government of India (1876-1886), and 
the year after he left that post he was appointed 
to raise the 34th Pioneers, of which he was Com- 
mandant at the time of his death, and was 
rewarded with the Companionship of the Bath. 
When, in September last, the expedition against 
the Black Mountain tribes was organised under 
General M‘Queen, Colonel Crookshank was 
intrusted with the command of the fourth 
column. Within two days of the beginning of 
active operations the fourth column, which was 
acting along the river, experienced serious re- 
sistance, and Colonel Crookshank received his 
fatal wounds while making a reconnoissance. 

We may add that the following telegram has 
been received from the Commander-in-Chief in 
India by the family of the late Colonel Crook- 
shank:— Simla, Oct. 25: General commanding, 
officers, men, second brigade.—Hazara force beg 
to convey to late Colonel Crookshank’s family 
heartfelt sympathy in bereavement, and deep 
regret for loss of gallant Christian soldier, who 
led column to victory on 4th. Add my own deep 
sympathy.” 

BLACK MOUNTAIN EXPEDITION. 


Tue Times Correspondent at the Camp of Serai 
informed us on Oct. 29 that on the previous day 
a detachment, under General Channer, entered 
Thakot. ‘‘The road was less difficult than had 
been anticipated. There was no opposition, this 
being in fulfilment of the promise made by the 
mountaineers to their Moollah not to do any 
injury to us. Our force, therefore, only paraded 
through the villages, the pipers of the Seaforth 
Highlanders (Ross-shire Buffs, the Duke of 
Albany’s) leading, and encamped about Dora, 
the first village on the return journey, belonging 
to a riverain tribe of Thakotees living near the 
Indus, which is here about 150 yards broad. 

“ Sharp firing was opened on us in the after- 
noon from behind some rocks on the far side, 
which brought on the attacking party a brisk 
reply. The casualties on our side included two 
men slightly wounded. The enemy’s loss is 
unknown, but some were seen to fall. 

“ To-day the force returned to Serai, as pre- 
viously arranged, after burning Dora, and 
destroying the town on the opposite side of the 
river with our guns, which was done to punish 
yesterday’s unprovoked attack. The rear-guard 
was followed up by the enemy. To-morrow the 
detachment will retire farther, rejoining the 
column at Maidan, preparatory to an advance 
against the Allaiwals, unless their submission be 
made by Nov. 13.”

QUEEN NATALIE AND 
SERVIA’S BURLESQUE HENRY 
THE EIGHTH. 


We present our readers with a vivid portrait of 
that deeply-wronged and charming lady, Queen 
Natalie, whom her burlesque Henry-the-Eighth 
of a husband has just had divorced. Queen 
Natalie is as personally winsome as she is mentally 
gifted. It was on Oct. 17, 1875, that Natalie, 
daughter of the Russian Colonel De Kechko and 
of Princess Pulcheria of Stourdza, had the mis- 
fortune to marry Milan Obrenovitch, who was 
elected reigning Prince of Servia (for its sins) in 
1868, and created King in 1882.

ON TUESDAY LAST, 


Sir James Hannen, Mr. Justice Smith, and Mr. 
Justice Day resumed the inquiry. Our Artist 
present in Court favoured us with the series of 
character-sketches that follow.

Sir James Hannen 
then held consultation with his colleagues, who 
stood by his side, and lucidly gave the reasons of 
the Court for the order. 

MR. TIM HEALY 
having intimated that he intended to appear for 
himself, and that he proposed to apply for an 
order to inspect the books of other banks, 
SIR CHARLES RUSSELL 

complained, with some warmth, that the other 
side had not heeded the order or direction of the 
Court as to giving notice of the character of the 
evidence which they proposed to submit; but Sir 
James Hannen replied that he had no knowledge 
of any direction. He was exceedingly sorry if 
the Attorney-General had disappointed his ex- 
pectations, but he did not see that the Court 
could help him. Sir Charles Russell thought 
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this a graver matter than his Lordship seemed to 
consider it. If his learned friends conducted 
their case in this higgledy-piggledy way, giving 
a slice of speeches and then a slice of outrages, 
the case would get into great confusion. 


FIRST WITNESS FOR THE ““ TIMES.” 


Bernard O'Malley, head-constable in the Irish 
Qonstabulary, was the first witness called on 
behalf of the Times. His examination-in-chief 
was conducted by Sir Henry James. He said he 
was at a Land League ei held at Milltown, 
county Galway, on July 25, 1880, where he took 
shorthand notes of speeches made by Thomas 
Brennan and P. J. Gordon. But Sir Henry 
James took upon himself to read Head-Constable 
O'Malley's report (as sketched); the witness 
O’Malley, meanwhile, following the reports from 
his note-book. 

CAPTAIN W. H. 0’SHEA, 
because he wished to start on a trip to Spain, was 
examined by Sir Richard Webster, and cross- 
examined by Sir Charles Russell, on Wednesday. 
The ex-member for Clare is a good-looking man, of 
military appearance, faultlessly dressed, and gave 
his evidence with military precision. Mr. Parnell 
watched his former colleague with the keenest 
scrutiny, and made frequent notes of the witness’s 
evidence. Seated beside him were Mr. Davitt, Mr. 
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Healy, and Mr. Biggar, and they, ‘too, followed 
everything Captain O’Shea said with close interest. 
The witness, in reply to questions from the Attorney- 
General, gave a minute account of the negotiations— 
of which he was the medium—between Mr. Parnell 
and the Government of the day. The letter of 
May 15, 1882, expressing the opinion that Mr. 
Burke got no more than he deserved, was declared by 
the witness to be, as far as he could judge, signed by 
Mr. Parnell, and he said the same with regard to the 
signatures of other letters, the contents of which were 
not read, but which it was understood were admittedly 
in the handwriting of Mr. Parnell, and were put in 
for the purposes of comparison. There were, Captain 
O’Shea said later on, men in London, advanced 
Nationalists, six or seven years ago, who were opposed 
to Mr. Parnell— opposed in the sense of being more 
extreme—and, Captain O’Shea added, he was quite 
convinced that the Irish Leader earnestly condemned 
outrages, and was in favour of a Constitutional policy 


MR. PARNELL’S SCOTCH ACTION. 
Mr. PARNELL'8 action against the Times was 
before the Court of Session in Edinburgh on 
Saturday, when Counsel for the defendants 
stated that Mr. Parnell had withdrawn from the 
record all complaint of the statement that he 
supplied Frank Byrne with funds to escape from 
justice; it was no longer said that that was 
false, untrue, and malicious. Lord Kinnear said 
that left only one question to be decided. He 
directed that the record be closed, and that it be 
referred to the Procedure Roll on the question of 
jurisdiction.

THE CANONBURY MURDER.

His Lordship, in summing up, said the collateral 
evidence undoubtedly made the case against the 
accused one of grave suspicion, but he could not 
advise them to place much reliance upon the 
statements of the two principal witnesses (two 
loose girls, named Phoebe Field and Polly 
Dominy) considering their conduct and the 
different allegations they had made at various 
times. 

The jury, after a deliberation of five minutes, 
returned a verdict of acquittal. 


THE WHITEHALL MYSTERY. 


On Tuesday the remains of the female body 
found recently at Whitehall were interred at 
Woking by the parish authorities, the order for 
burial have been handed over to Inspector 
Marshall, who has charge of the case. The 
remains, consisting of the trunk, arm, and leg 
were removed from the mortuary in Milbank- 
street, Westminster, where they had been lying 
to await identification, to Wallis’s-yard Work- 
house, and placed in a coffin before being con- 
veyed to their final resting-place. Among the 
persons who called on Monday at the mortuary 
was an old woman, who thought she recognised 
in the photograph which has been taken of the 
remains some trace of her daughter, who has 
been missing since August, but she could not be 
positive upon the point.
